Malik Raps U. S. 
Russia’s Jakob A. Malik, who 
ended his sev en-month boycott of 
the U. N. to take ov er presidency 
of the council Aug. 1, predicted 
the v ote with a v itriolic attack 
charging the United States with 
prov oking*the war in Korea. 
U. S. Delegate Warren R. Aus­ 
tin denounced Malik’s charges as 
new slander, a new threat, a 
new prov ocation.
